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PCSO makes arrest in 12 
year old bank robbery case

You may think you get away 
with it, but sooner or later you 
never know who is knocking at 
the door. That is what one Clay 
City woman must be thinking 
after she was arrested Monday 
on an indictment for an almost 
12 year old armed bank robbery 

Powell County Sheriff Danny 
Rogers arrested Samantha Rice 
at her mothers home on Fourth 
Avenue in Clay City According 
to Rogers, who was assist¬ 
ed by his chief deputy, Robert 
Mathews and a sheriffs office 
detective Larry Patterson, Rice 
allegedly took part in an armed 
robbery of the Community 
Trust bank in Winchester. That 
robbery took place on Dec. 18, 
2002 and $1,999 was taken. 

Reports back then stated that 
officers were called to the bank 
at just after 12:30 p.m. on that 
day in 2002. Bank employees 
and witnesses told police that 
a man and a woman walked 
into the bank in the Winchester 
Plaza shopping center. The man 
demanded money from the tell¬ 
er and lifted his shirt to show a 


gun tucked into his waistband. 
The teller followed the mans 
demand and the female suspect, 
allegedly Rice, collected the 
money before leaving. 

Police got a good descrip¬ 
tion of both suspects as they 


apparently did not wear a mask. 
Witnesses also gave a descrip¬ 
tion of the getaway car. 

According to the sheriffs

Family and officials wait for answers after inmate dies

An inmate at the Powell 
County Detention Center had 
to be rushed to the hospital over 
the weekend and later died at a 
Lexington hospital. Now Powell 
County Jailer Travis Crabtree 
and the mans family wait for 
answers as to the cause of death. 

According to Crabtree, Lloyd 
L. Ratliff was brought into the 
jail last Saturday at 9:28 a.m. and 
booked in on a bench arrant. 
Ratliff was arrested after Stanton 


Police responded to a call about 
a man and a woman argu¬ 
ing. Stanton Police Sgt. James 
Watson responded and made 
the arrest based on a warrant for 
non-payment of fines. 

“When we book them in 
we ask them a list of questions 
which include medical questions 
like are they on any medicine, 
are they under the influence 
or have they taken anything 
before coming in,” Crabtree said 
Monday morning. “The offi¬ 
cer said he was acting OK. He 
(Ratliff) told our deputies that 
he had been up all night arguing 


and was tired. But he never said 
he was on anything or had taken 
anything before coming in. I 
have to believe it was possibly a 
heart attack.” 

Ratliff was placed in a cell and 
a deputy checked on that area 
at 10:18 a.m., according to jail 
records. Ratliff was given a blan¬ 
ket and according to Crabtree 
answered the deputy’s questions 
when spoken to. “He seemed 
OK to the staff then,” Crabtree 
said. 

Those same records indicate 
that at 11:27 a.m., two hours 
after being booked in, inmates 


in the cell were knocking on the 
door and waving at the cameras 
to get the staff s attention. Upon 
entering the area, staff members 
found Ratliff unresponsive and 
not breathing. The staff began 
CPR and an ambulance was dis¬ 
patched to the jail. 

According to Crabtree, a pulse 
was present when the ambu¬ 
lance crew took Ratliff out of 
the jail. Ratliff was taken to the 
Clark Regional Medical Center 
and then transferred to the UK 
Medical Center. At least one 
source reported that he was 
placed on life support. He was 


pronounced dead at 6:10 p.m. 
on Sunday. 

“I really hate it for the family,” 
Crabtree said as he waited to 
hear from the Fayette County 
Coroners Office. An autopsy 
was to have been preformed on 
Monday. Preliminary results 
were pending. 

“I believe we did what we 
were supposed to,” Crabtree 
added. “But I really do feel for 
his family. I honestly believe it 
was a heart attack. Were just 
waiting to see what the autopsy 
shows.” 
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Sheriff’s office task force nets 
over $15,000 in drug arrest 


On Tuesday evening, July 29, 
2014, at the Park and Ride in 
Slade, the Powell County Sher¬ 
iff’s Offices Drug Task Force 
took down Beacher Campbell 
of Wolfe County. Campbell 
was arrested and charged with 
Trafficking Marijuana over five 
pounds; he was lodged in the 
Powell County Jail. A total of 
$15,411 was recovered from 
Campbell’s vehicle and what 
was found on his person. 

The arrest of Campbell is a 
result of the continuing drug 
investigation being conduct¬ 
ed by the Powell Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice. The Sheriff’s office had 
received information of a drug 
transaction that was to take 
place in the Slade area of Pow¬ 
ell County. The transaction 
was to involve a large amount 
of marijuana being sold to an 
individual from Wolfe Coun¬ 


ty. The Task Force, along with 
other deputies and Kentucky 
State Police set up surveillance 
on the rest area and the park 
and ride and then waited for 
the individuals to arrive. 

At around 7:15 pm, one of 
the suspects arrived. He was 
later determined to be a seller. 
Just like clockwork the other 
party pulled into the park¬ 
ing area and parked beside 
the other suspect. Now all 
the Task Force could do was 
to wait until something oc¬ 
curred between the two men. 
That came a few minutes lat¬ 
er when the seller went to the 
rear of his vehicle and opened 
the trunk to show the marijua¬ 
na to Campbell. Once Sheriff 
Rogers observed this he gave 
the signal for the Task Force to 
move in and made the arrest. 
The arrest occurred without 


incident. 

Campbell’s person and 
his vehicle were searched by 
Detective Larry Patterson 
and Chief Deputy Robert 
Mathews. Inside the vehicle, 
Det. Patterson found a brown 
paper bag under the front seat 
containing what appeared a 
large sum of money. The total 
amount found in Campbell’s 
vehicle and on his person was 
$15,411. 

Before Campbell was 
transported to jail, he was 
questioned by Chief Depu¬ 
ty Mathews. Campbell told 
Mathews that he came to the 
park-n-ride to meet an indi¬ 
vidual and to purchase a large 
amount of marijuana at a cost 
of $15,000. 

After being lodged in the 
Powell County Jail, Campbell’s 
bond was set at $25,000 cash. 



County clerk case continued until October

Powell County Clerk Rhon¬ 
da Allen Barnett pleaded not 
guilty in Powell District Court 
last Tuesday after she had been 
charged with DUI. Barnett was 
arrested after she allegedly hit 
a car with a truck she was driv¬ 
ing back on July 15 behind the 
Powell County Courthouse. 

At the time Kentucky State 
Police stated that Barnett failed 
several field sobriety tests, but 
that no alcohol was detected 
on the portable breathalyser 
that was administered. Barnett 


was taken to a hospital and a 
blood sample was taken. Ac¬ 
cording to Powell County At¬ 
torney Robert King it could 
be months before those results 
are back from the state police 
laboratory. 

Barnett is being represented 
by Michael Eubanks, an attor¬ 
ney from Richmond. Eubanks 
told press sources last week 
that he believes his client was 
not impaired when the acci¬ 
dent happened. 

“She divulged that she does 
take prescription medication, 
but we’re comfortable that 
medication will come back 
within therapeutic limits. And 


if it does, what that means in 
layman’s terms is there’s no 
impairment,” Eubanks, a part¬ 
ner with Shumate, Flaherty, 
Eubanks and Baechtold P.S.C., 
told some reporters last week. 

Barnett, who is running for 
re-election is still doing her job 
as the Powell County Clerk. 

“There’s no reason for her 
not to. So, she’ll continue to do 
her job efficiently and effec¬ 
tively as she’s always done, and 
we’ll wait as the process un¬ 
folds,” Eubanks told a reporter 
from a Lexington television 
station. 

Another court date was set 
for October. 


Emergency road aid funds awarded to City of Stanton 
For repairs to Abby Court and Homestead Drive 


The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet today 
announced that the City of Stanton will receive 
$28,200 in Municipal Road Aid emergency 
funds. These funds will be used for drainage 
structure repairs on Abby Court (CS 1094) and 
Homestead Drive (CS 1096). 

“It is important that we help cities and coun¬ 
ties fund emergency repairs to local roadways, 


because those routes are vital links in the state’s 
transportation network,” Transportation Secre¬ 
tary Mike Hancock said. “Solid transportation 
infrastructure is vital in Stanton and across the 
Commonwealth.” 

The Stanton City Council is responsible for 
administering the work. 



Unemployment 
rates fall, 
Powell’s drops 
to 8.4 percent 
between June 
2013 and 2014 

Unemployment rates fell 
in 117 Kentucky counties be¬ 
tween June 2013 and June 
2014, while three county rates 
went up, according to the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Employment 
and Training, an agency of 
the Kentucky Education and 
Workforce Development Cab¬ 
inet. 

Powell County saw a de¬ 
crease in the unemployment 
rate as well. According to 
the report, the total civilian 
preliminary labor force (not 
seasonally adjusted) for Pow¬ 
ell County in June, 2014 was 
5,473, of which 5,011 were 
employed and 462 were un¬ 
employed. The unemployment 
rate was 8.4 percent. 

Powell’s unemployment rate 
in June 2013 was 10.6 percent. 
The county started the year 
with a 10.1 percent jobless rate 
in January and it spiked at 11.8 
percent in February. But the 
rate has been decreasing ever 
since. 

The report indicated that 
“total number of employees 
located in Powell County in 
the second quarter, 2013 was 
2,436. The largest major in¬ 
dustry sector was educational 
services with 18.6 percent of 
the employment, followed by 
retail trade with 17.5 percent 


of the employment, and ac¬ 
commodation and food ser¬ 
vices with 12.8 percent of the 
employment. 

Noticeably not listed were 
industry jobs in factories as 
those in the county shut down 
within the past decade. Most 
of the residents work out of 
county But county leaders are 
working to rectify that situ¬ 
ation. With some help from 
state leaders such projects like 
Powell Valley Millwork mov¬ 
ing into Clay City. The compa¬ 
ny hopes to bring asd many as 
100 jobs to the county over the 
next few years. 

Boone County recorded the 
lowest jobless rate in the Com¬ 
monwealth at 5.5 percent. It 
was followed by Kenton Coun¬ 
ty, 5.8 percent; Campbell, 
Larue and Woodford counties, 
6 percent each; Caldwell and 
Shelby counties, 6.1 percent 
each; Simpson County 6.2 
percent; and Daviess, Fayette, 
Oldham and Owen counties, 
6.3 percent each. 

Jackson County recorded 
the state’s highest unemploy¬ 
ment rate — 16.5 percent. 


It was followed by Magoffin 
County, 15 percent; Harlan 
County, 14.5 percent; Leslie 
County, 13.6 percent; Letcher 
County, 13.1 percent; Knott 
County, 12.4 percent; Bell 
County, 12.3 percent; Clay 
County, 12 percent; McCreary 
County, 11.9 percent; and Ful¬ 
ton County, 11.5 percent. 

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. Civilian la¬ 
bor force statistics include 
non-military workers and un¬ 
employed Kentuckians who 
are actively seeking work. 
They do not include unem¬ 
ployed Kentuckians who have 
not looked for employment 
within the past four weeks. 
The statistics in this news re¬ 
lease are not seasonally adjust¬ 
ed because of the small sample 
size for each county. The data 
should only be compared to 
the same month in previous 
years.

office, information was giv¬ 
en to them a couple of months 
ago about the unsolved crime. 
The office’s detectives began 
an investigation. The Powell 
County Sheriff’s Office in¬ 
formed the Winchester Police 
Department and indictments 
were returned in the case. 

“Through the joint efforts of 
the two agencies it resulted in 
indictments being issued and 
this arrest being made,” Detec-

tive Patterson said. 

According to the sheriff’s 
office at least one other person 
was involved in the robbery 
and that person had a hand¬ 
gun during the robbery. It is 
not believed that Rice had a 


weapon, but alleged that she 
was involved in the heist. 

Rogers and Mathews made 
the uneventful arrest. Rice 
was transported to the Clark 
County Detention center and 
lodged there. 

The department has ex¬ 
pressed that the case is not 
quite over. “More arrests are 
pending,” Mathews said. 

At least one news source, 
The Winchester Sun, has in¬ 
dicated that the male suspect, 
who has not been identified, 
may be out of the state and 
federal law enforcement may 
become involved in the case.

Historian says: Ignorance of our 
history threatens our democracy

Many acknowledge that 
George Washington was our 
greatest president because of 
his leadership in defeating the 
British; the gravitas he provid¬ 
ed during the drafting of the 
U.S. Constitution, and the fact 
that he relinquished his power 
after serving two terms, says 
historian Dave Richards. 

Few Americans are aware, 
however, that as command¬ 
er-in-chief, Washington also 
halted a budding army insur¬ 
rection, a potential coup that 
likely would have strangled the 
new democracy, he says. 

“It’s referred to as the New¬ 
burgh Conspiracy, named for 
an anonymous letter originat¬ 
ed in Newburgh, N.Y., that was 
circulating through the Conti¬ 
nental Army,” says Richards, 
author of “Swords in Their 
Hands: George Washington 
and the Newburgh Conspir¬ 
acy” (http://www.swordsin- 
theirhands.com/). 

“In the autumn of 1782, 
many Revolutionary War offi¬ 
cers in the Hudson Highlands 
were angry and frustrated 
that they had not been paid 
in months - years, for some. 
With victory over the British 
within sight, they began to 
fear that they would never get 
their back pay and the postwar 
pensions they’d been promised 
because the Continental Con¬ 
gress in Philadelphia, meeting 
under the Articles of Confed¬ 
eration of 1777, had no power 
to raise funds to pay them.” 

Luckily, our greatest presi¬ 
dent nipped the potential coup 
in the bud with an impas¬ 
sioned speech to his officers to 


respect the supremacy of Con¬ 
gress, he says. 

Why is this bit of history so 
important to us today? Rich¬ 
ards says some contemporary 
problems and passions closely 
resemble the Revolutionary 
War Zeitgeist that spawned the 
Newburgh Conspiracy. 

“It could happen today,” he 
warns, citing these develop¬ 
ments: 

• Then and now — ample 
talk of state secession. Texas, 
the largest state in the lower 
48, has made plenty of noise 
about leaving the union in 
recent years. In 2012, more 
than 125,000 people signed a 
petition asking the president’s 
administration to “Peaceful¬ 
ly grant the State of Texas to 
withdraw from the United 
States of America and create 
its own NEW government.” 
Three years earlier, Texas Gov. 
Rick Perry had threatened 
to secede. The Alaskan Inde¬ 
pendence Party has been very 
proactive in advocating for 
that state’s secession, although 
that is not the party’s current 
stance. 

• Many counties want to 
secede from their state. North 
Colorado, South Florida, Up¬ 
per Peninsula (Michigan), 
Baja Arizona, State of Jeffer¬ 
son (northern California and 
southern Oregon), South Cali¬ 
fornia, Cook County (Illinois), 
Northwest Angle (Minneso¬ 
ta), Independent Long Island, 
Northern Virginia, Killington 
(Vermont) and Western Mary¬ 
land all have expressed interest 
in becoming the next state. 
“It’s a similar problem to states 
who want to leave the union - 
the legacy of separation itself 
could prove tumultuous and, 
of course, a secession could 


create a domino effect and 
weaken the country,” Richards 
says. 

• We’re failing on our com¬ 
mitment to our veterans. The 

U.S. military force today is be¬ 
yond comparison to Washing¬ 
ton’s Continental Army. Today, 
homelessness, unemployment, 
rampant PTSD, depression, 
divorce and disabling war in¬ 
juries plague our military, and 
the government is slow in re¬ 
sponding with health care. 
In 2013, it took more than a 
month, on average, for veter¬ 
ans to begin seeing a psychia¬ 
trist for therapy, and in 2012, 
at least two veterans died while 
waiting to see a doctor. 

“Provided the status quo re¬ 
mains stable enough, without 
suffering another catastrophic 
economic depression, the bal¬ 
kanization of the United States 
should remain a preference 
only for a fringe portion of 
the population,” Richards says. 
“But, then again, many are 
primed to secede should our 
fortunes sour.”

Serving those who serve

America’s freedom is only 
possible because of the sacri¬ 
fice and bravery of our veter¬ 
ans and servicemen and wom¬ 
en. However, recent reports 
of gross mismanagement and 
falsified data records at the 
Department of Veterans Af¬ 
fairs (VA), coupled with an 
utter lack of accountability at 
the agency, denies our heroes 
the care they have more than 
earned. 

This is unconscionable and 
completely unacceptable. 

I have been taking preemp¬ 
tive measures to address the 
VA heath system’s shortcom¬ 
ings and have supported pas¬ 
sage of several pieces of leg¬ 
islation that would establish 
new accountability measures 
for the VA to help avoid fur¬ 
ther mistreatment of our vet¬ 
erans. 

Last year, I began the Sixth 
District Veterans Coalition as 
a proactive way to help find 
and enact solutions that will 
help the vets who have so 
bravely served our country. I 
have been working with the 
coalition to gather feedback 
from veterans across central 
and eastern Kentucky regard¬ 
ing their care and the service 
at the Lexington VA. 

I also authored and intro¬ 
duced H.R. 3775, the bipar¬ 
tisan Karen Tufts Military 
Sexual Assault Victims Em¬ 
powerment Act, or the Mili¬ 
tary SAVE Act, which would 
empower survivors of military 
sexual trauma to select their 
own care providers and pro¬ 
vide the support these brave 
service members have earned. 

This bill has been gaining 
momentum on Capitol Hill 
and now has 14 cosponsors, 
including Representative Tul- 
si Gabbard, a Democrat Con¬ 


gresswoman who is a combat 
veteran and a strong voice for 
military sexual trauma sur¬ 
vivors, and Representative 
Kyrsten Sinema, a Demo¬ 
crat from Arizona and fellow 
member of the Military Sexual 
Assault Prevention Caucus. I 
look forward to working with 
these bipartisan cosponsors to 
continue growing support so 
we can advance this important 
legislation. 

To further ensure that all 
veterans have the opportunity 
to get the care they need, the 
House has also taken action. 
On July 30, the House ap¬ 
proved a bipartisan agreement 
between the House and Senate 
to expand veterans’ access to 
health care choices and im¬ 
plement transparency and ac¬ 
countability measures at the 
VA. 

H.R. 3230, the Veterans Ac¬ 
cess, Choice and Accountabil¬ 
ity Act, includes many of the 
important provisions I have 
promoted in the past and will 
provide our veterans great¬ 
er flexibility and choices in 
gaining access to timely health 
care. 

This legislation will require 
the VA to offer an authoriza¬ 
tion to receive non-VA care 
to veterans who are unable to 
secure an appointment at a 
VA medical facility within 30 
days or who reside more than 
40 miles from the nearest VA 
medical facility. 

I am also pleased that a pro¬ 
vision for which I voiced my 
support was included by the 
Chairman of the House Com¬ 
mittee on Veterans Affairs 
in H.R. 3230. This provision 
would require an independent 
assessment of VA medical care 
and establish a Congressional 
Commission on Care to eval¬ 
uate access to care throughout 
the VA healthcare system. 

Building on H.R. 4031, the 
Department of Veterans Af¬ 
fairs Management Account¬ 


ability Act - which I supported 
in May to give the Secretary of 
Veterans Affairs the authority 
to remove an employee of the 
Senior Executive Service if 
the Secretary determines that 
the employee’s performance 
warrants removal - H.R. 3230 
authorizes the VA to fire or 
demote senior executives em¬ 
ployees and reduce funding 
available for their bonuses by 
$40 million each year through 
FY 2024. 

Continuing my efforts to 
help restore confidence and 
accountability to the VA, H.R. 
3230 would also expand the 
VA’s internal capacity to pro¬ 
vide timely care to veterans 
by providing $5 billion to the 
VA to increase access to care 
through the hiring of physi¬ 
cians and additional medical 
staff. It also will fund neces¬ 
sary improvements to the VA’s 
facilities and authorize the 
leasing of new facilities. 

Finally, H.R. 3230 would 
expand upon legislation I sup¬ 
ported in February known as 
H.R. 357, the G.I. Bill Tuition 
Fairness Act, which ensures 
that veterans can access the af¬ 
fordable higher education op¬ 
tions they deserve. Both these 
pieces of legislation would 
require public colleges to pro¬ 
vide in-state tuition to veter¬ 
ans and eligible dependents in 
order for the school to remain 
eligible to receive G.I. Bill edu¬ 
cation payments. 

I am committed to ensur¬ 
ing that our veterans are not 
subjected to poor and delayed 
treatment, and will continue 
to work with my Sixth District 
Veterans Coalition and the VA 
in a partnership to promote 
and enact solutions. 

I encourage all members 
of our military community 
to join and participate in my 
Sixth Congressional District 
Veterans Coalition, or to con¬ 
tact my office if we can ever be 
of assistance.

Senator helping Kentucky families Dreams 


with international adoptions

Throughout my time in the 
U.S. Senate, I have met many 
Kentucky families whose 
greatest joy is to open their 
hearts and their homes to chil¬ 
dren through international 
adoption. Americans have ad¬ 
opted more children both in¬ 
ternationally and domestically 
than the citizens of all other 
countries combined. I have 
had the privilege of working 
with many of these families to 
fight for the childrens safe re¬ 
union with their adopted par¬ 
ents in Kentucky. 

A rise in complications and 
regulations in many foreign 
countries in recent years has 
led to a decline in internation¬ 
al adoptions. While this de¬ 
cline is a reality, I have learned 
that—to no surprise—Ken¬ 
tuckians remain committed to 
helping children all over the 
world, and I am proud to assist 
them in these efforts. 

As a father of three daugh¬ 
ters, I recognize the impor¬ 
tance of raising children in a 
safe and loving home. It’s no 
surprise that raising children 
in a healthy and stable en¬ 
vironment can increase the 
likelihood that they will lead 
healthy, prosperous, produc¬ 
tive lives. The impact of suc¬ 
cessful adoptions, therefore, 
benefits not only the child 
and the family, but society as 
a whole. 

That’s why, as Kentucky’s se¬ 
nior senator, I’ve been proud 
to support several legislative 
measures to encourage adop¬ 
tion throughout my career. 
In 2000, I supported the In¬ 
tercountry Adoption Act to 
establish a central adoption 
authority in the U.S. State De¬ 
partment and an adoption ac¬ 
creditation program to imple¬ 
ment uniform standards and 
procedures for international 
adoptions. 

In 2001, I worked to pro¬ 


tect tax incentives for adoptive 
families, voting to expand the 
tax credit for adoption expens¬ 
es from $5,000 to $10,000. In 

2010, I helped craft biparti¬ 
san tax relief legislation that 
included an extension of the 
adoption tax credit through 

2011, and in 2012,1 negotiated 
bipartisan legislation that saw 
the adoption tax credit extend¬ 
ed permanently. 

This year, I was proud to 
cosponsor the Accuracy for 
Adoptees Act, a bipartisan bill 
signed into law that will make 
it easier for Kentucky families 
to assimilate their adopted 
children in the U.S. by stream¬ 
lining the issuance of gov¬ 
ernment identification docu¬ 
ments to adopted children. 

In addition to these legis¬ 
lative measures, I’ve also had 
the opportunity to aid many 
Kentucky families who wish 
to adopt overseas in seeing 
their dreams fulfilled. For in¬ 
stance, seven years ago, one 
Kentucky family—the Whites 
from Lexington—asked for 
my assistance with the stalled 
adoption of their son Quinten 
from Guatemala. 

I was happy to relay our 
shared concerns to the State 
Department, the Guatemalan 
Ambassador to the U.S., the 
U.S. Ambassador to Guatema¬ 
la, and two adoption agencies 
in Guatemala. I also raised the 
adoption issue in person with 
the president of Guatemala. 
And after seven long years, I 
was pleased to see this Ken¬ 
tucky family successfully unit¬ 
ed with their son this year. 

I’ve also been advocating 
for Kentucky families seeking 
to adopt from the Democratic 
Republic of the Congo (DRC). 
I’m deeply troubled by the 
DRC’s recent decision to sus¬ 
pend the issuance of exit per¬ 
mits for adopted Congolese 
children, which has prevented 
them from leaving the country 
with their adoptive parents. 
Kentucky is among the states 
with the highest number of 


families whose adopted chil¬ 
dren are stuck in the DRC— 
this ban has prevented more 
than 20 Kentucky families 
from uniting. 

To aid these Kentucky fam¬ 
ilies, I met personally with the 
DRC Ambassador to the U.S. 
to express my concerns, and I 
asked President Obama by let¬ 
ter to raise the issue with the 
DRC president at the U.S.-Af¬ 
rica Leaders Summit. I also 
introduced a resolution in the 
U.S. Senate calling for the lift¬ 
ing of the DRC’s exit permit 
suspension, and I personally 
raised the issue with Secretary 
of State John Kerry. 

Though much work re¬ 
mains, I’m very pleased that 
my efforts recently helped the 
Berry family of Whitesburg 
be united with their little girl, 
Kona Martine. Because of 
Kona’s medically fragile sta¬ 
tus—meaning that the life of 
the little girl was threatened 
without American medical 
care—the DRC granted Kona’s 
exit permit for humanitarian 
reasons, and she came to Ken¬ 
tucky to join her family earlier 
this month. 

Since 1999, Kentucky has 
completed more than 4,000 
international adoptions. It is 
heartwarming moments like 
the arrival of Quinten and 
Kona Martine that make my 
efforts to help these families 
so rewarding. As long as I am 
Kentucky’s senator, I will con¬ 
tinue to aid Kentucky’s adop¬ 
tive families in whatever way 
I can.

Independent, political organization and political group candi¬ 
dates running for most offices in Kentucky must file their peti¬ 
tions of nomination and pay the filing fee by August 12, 2014. 
The paperwork must be received by the filing official by 4 p.m. 
prevailing local time. 

“I encourage all interested individuals to complete their fil¬ 
ings as soon as possible to allow time to address any problems 
with their paperwork,” said Secretary of State Alison Lundergan 
Grimes. 

Independent, political organization and political group candi¬ 
dates for many offices were required to file a statement-of-can- 
didacy form no later than April 1, 2014, to be qualified. That 
prerequisite does not apply to candidates for federal offices, non¬ 
partisan offices, and mayor or legislative body of cities of the sec¬ 
ond to sixth classes that conduct partisan elections. 

“The Secretary of State’s office and our county clerks are ready 
to assist all potential candidates with questions they may have,” 
said Grimes. “We hope to see continued interest in serving Ken¬ 
tuckians in public office.” 

Following the August 12 filing deadline, public drawings for 
ballot position will be held in the filing officials’ offices at 2 p.m. 
on August 14.

Troopers from Six States Target Distracted Drivers 

An unprecedented number of citations for distracting driving were made June 20-26, during a multi-agency enforcement cam- 
Ipaign called the ‘6 State Trooper Project.’ The Kentucky State Police (KSP) joined forces with state police agencies from Michigan, 
Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsylvania and Indiana on major interstates, in an ongoing effort to combat distracted driving. Nearly 
2,000 citations for distracted driving were issued among the six states. Distracted driving citations include texting, cell phone, 
reckless and careless driving. 

“One of the most deadly threats to safety on our roadways is the distracted driver,” said KSP Sgt. Michael Webb. “Working in 
tandem with our neighbor states allows us to extend operations beyond the reach of state lines resulting in a force multiplying 
effort.” 

KSP accounted for 153 distracted driving citations during the enforcement campaign. 

“This concentrated effort by all six agencies reduced traffic crashes and criminal behavior at a time of year when we see height¬ 
ened travel on major interstates,” says Webb. 

The next combined enforcement effort is scheduled for September and will target marijuana interdiction and criminal patrol.

H Almost fifty-seven years ago, on October 4, 1957, I 
finished reading, for the first time, Ernest Hemingway’s 
Pulitzer Prize winning book THE OLD MAN AND 
THE SEA. After the years have gone by, I don’t 
remember a whole lot about that book, but I still 
remember one important thing in it. Hemingway had 
Howard Coop Santiago, an old fisherman who had gone for eighty- 
r f r , . four years without catching a fish, say, “It is silly not to 

ues o umms hc>p e .” Then, the old fisherman set out to sea on a fish¬ 
ing expedition one more time. In a little while, a giant 
marlin took the bait, and after a three-day struggle, the 
old man reeled in the marlin, attached it to his boat, and headed home. 
Hope enabled Santiago to achieve a life-long dream. 

When there is hope, one does not give up. Even in the most difficult 
situations and under the most unusual circumstances, one proceeds with 
confidence and assurance. Hope has been defined as “a feeling that what 


is wanted will happen,” and it is “desire accompanied by anticipation 
or expectation.” So, most folk hope, and for them, hope gives a unique 
dimension to their lives. They discover that when there is something to 
hope for, there is something to live for. 

Hope is a positive, powerful, and transforming influence that keeps 
one going forward even when the way ahead is unclear. An anonymous 
individual wrote, “Yesterday is already a dream and tomorrow is only a 
vision, but today, well-lived, makes every yesterday a dream of happiness 
and every tomorrow a vision of hope” toward which one can move with 
confidence. Victor Hugo is often quotes as saying that hope is “The word 
which God has written on the brow of every man,” and Joseph Addison 
called “something to hope for” one of “the grand essentials of happiness.” 

Hope is a powerful force in life. Someone wrote, “When hope is alive, the 
night is less dark; the solitude less deep, fear less acute.” 
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A picture is worth a thousand words . . .

Last week as my mom was 
cleaning she pulled out some 
boxes of old photos. One of 
my favorite things to do is look 
through old pictures so she au¬ 
tomatically captured my inter¬ 
est.

There were even some of my 
parents when they were newly 
married before they harnessed 
the responsibility of children. 
My brother and I sat there go¬ 
ing through those pictures for 
hours but never once noticed 
the passage of time. Instead 
we were mesmerized by the 
story of our life played out be¬ 
fore us on faded photo paper. 

We laughed at the goofy 
hairstyles and tacky clothes 
of the late seventies and ear¬ 
ly eighties. In his pre-teen to 
teen years my brother was the 
king of the “tight rolled” jean. 
I got a good laugh out of re¬ 
minding him that his friends 
and I had to stage an “inter¬ 
vention” in order to convince 
him that the style had finally 
died. After several attempts 
he relented and agreed to stop 
torturing the legs of his jeans. 
Of course a few pictures later 
he got me back by pointing out 
the fact that I was the queen 
of big hair. Heck, one of my 
middle school photos found 
me looking strikingly similar 
to a bird with my hair teased 
to the max. 

Digging further into that old 
box we found worn photos of 
my dad without a beard. In 
my thirty plus years of life I 
have never seen him in person 
without one. Other pictures 
showed the first days when my 
mom went from being Eliz¬ 
abeth to “Chris’s mom” and 
then later onto “Sarah’s mom”, 


which is an automatic name 
change after giving birth. I 
have always been told I looked 
like my dad, but as I stared at 
the photos of my mom I could 
have almost been looking into 
a mirror. 

As I proudly showed 
my boys pictures of their 
great-grandparents I was sad¬ 
dened by the reminder that 
they were no longer around. 
There is so much about my 
Mamaw and Papaw McK¬ 
inney that I wish they could 
have experienced first hand. 
Mamaw’s infectious giggle 
that followed her every sen¬ 
tence or Papaw’s early morn¬ 
ing weather reports. 

Every year when I was a lit¬ 
tle girl my dad and his family 
would take a trip to Florida 
to take in a week of fishing 
at Lake Okeechobee. Once 
we reached a certain age my 
brother and I were allowed to 
take turns going with dad. We 
found one batch of pictures 
that showed my last fishing 
trip to Florida. As I recall I 
was the only child that went 
that year. 

While at the lake my dad 
went fishing every day and 
since my interest in the sport 
began to wane after one full 
day of it I got to stay at the 
campsite with my Mamaw and 
Aunt Judy. The week was great 
as I felt like a big girl following 
them around, helping cook 
the meals, etc. One day in 
particular Mamaw showed me 
how to make bean cakes out of 
leftover soup beans from the 
night before. The recipe was 
quite similar to that of potato 
cakes, but it was the first time I 
had ever seen anyone use soup 
beans. 

I can remember Mamaw 
carefully showing me step for 
step how to mix the batter and 
then easily drop them into the 
skillet in a way that prevented 


the grease from slopping out. 
In all the pictures we looked 
at from that trip long ago not 
one of them showcased my 
first attempt at making bean 
cakes. But I remembered ev¬ 
ery detail of that day because 
of one photo. That old picture 
showed me standing next to 
my Mamaw near the screen 
tent that housed the picnic 
table and food. There I stood 
with my wild unkempt perm 
flying in the wind as Mamaw 
looked on with a smile on her 
face. 

As we dug further into the 
bin of pictures we literally 
watched ourselves grow up. 
We went from being the chil¬ 
dren in the photos to looking 
at photos of our own children. 
I am always amazed at just 
how quickly they are growing 
up. I honestly do not feel any 
older than I did on the day 
they were born so why is it 
fair that three of my “babies” 
are too big for me to even con¬ 
sider picking up? Where’s the 
pause button? 

By the time we had reached 
the bottom of that box we had 
laughed more than either one 
of us had in quite awhile. I 
realized again how truly bless¬ 
ed we have always been just 
because we had parents and 
grandparents who loved us. 
It was nice to look back into 
the younger faces of friends 
who have stayed true to us 
throughout the years. They 
say a picture is worth a thou¬ 
sand words but I say they are 
worth so much more.

Kentucky cantaloupe is one 
awesome melon 


Because most variet¬ 
ies have a musky aro¬ 
ma, cantaloupe is also 
known as muskmelon. 
Cantaloupe is a healthy 
fruit and contains po¬ 
tassium, folic acid and 
vitamins C and A, with 
only 50 calories and no 
fat, per one cup serving. 
When selecting a canta¬ 
loupe, pick a melon that is beige, gives slight¬ 
ly when pressed and has a lightly sweet aroma. 
Under-ripe melons will be greenish and hard, 
without the distinctive “cantaloupe” smell. 

In the Kentucky garden, cantaloupe is a warm 
season crop with an 80 to 100 day growing sea¬ 
son. Cantaloupe plants can be transplanted 
from seed starts, or they can be direct-seed¬ 
ed into the prepared soil. The seed should be 
placed V 2 to % inch deep after all danger of frost 
is past. Rows should be 5 feet apart with hills 
spaced 2 to 3 feet apart in the rows. Two or 
three seeds should be planted per hill. 

As will all fruit and melons, follow proper 
food safety practices when preparing fresh can¬ 
taloupe. To reduce the potential risk of bacte¬ 
ria exposure, wash the surface of melons before 
cutting and dry them with a clean cloth or pa¬ 
per towel. Promptly refrigerate cut cantaloupe. 

This quick bread recipe is a great way to use 
one whole, small cantaloupe. The finished 
product is moist with a smooth, fine texture 
and subtle cantaloupe flavor. The addition of 
the glaze with the chopped pecans makes these 
loaves very appealing in appearance. Contain¬ 
ing a whole cantaloupe and 1 cup of applesauce, 
this bread is a great way to “sneak” more fruit 
into the daily diet for kids or adults who dislike 
fresh fruits and vegetables. The fiber and light 
sweetness of this bread makes for a satisfying, 
healthy snack. 

GLAZED CANTALOUPE BREAD

Preheat oven to 325 degrees F. Lightly grease 
and flour two, 9x5-inch loaf pans. Ina large 
mixing bowl beat together eggs, applesauce, 
sugar, vanilla and pureed cantaloupe. In a sepa¬ 
rate bowl, sift together flours, salt, baking soda, 
baking powder, cinnamon and ginger. Add 
flour mixture to cantaloupe mixture, mix just 
until combined, then pour batter into prepared 
pans. Bake in the center of a preheated oven for 
60 to 70 minutes, until a toothpick inserted into 
center of loaf comes out clean and top of loaf 
springs back when pressed. Let loaves cool in 
pans for 10 minutes, run a knife around edge 
then turn out of pans to a cooling rack. 

For Glaze: Combine butter and brown sugar 
in a microwave safe bowl. Microwave on high 3 
minutes, stirring will at 1 minute intervals, un¬ 
til smooth and sugar is melted; add pecans to 
the glaze. Pour glaze over warm loaves. Allow 
glazed loaves to cool one hour before serving.
